Subject: — Import policy for Coal-tar dyes —S. No, 1-B/III for April ’62— March 
'd.U 

No, 109-ITC (PN)/62.—Attention of the importers is invited to Appendix 40 of 
the current Red Booh wherein the import policy for Coal-tar dyes— a. No. l-B/III 
for Api'Il 1962—March 1063 has teen lald-down. A cut of 50% in the Established 
Importers’ entitlement has earlier been made vide Government of India, Ministry 
of Commerce & Industry Public Notice No, 65-lTC(PN)/62 dated 8th June, 
1962. 

2. The policy for import of Coal-tar dyes has been further reviewed in the 
light of the representations received from the indigenous dyestuff manufacturers 
and it has been decided that from 1st October 1962 the Import of Coal-tar dyes 
other than dyes intermediates against the quota licences for Coal-tar dyes S. Na 
1-B/III for April 1962—March 1963 will be banned. The revised policy will te 
applicable to the supplementary licences covering the next half yearly entitlement 
which will be granted to established Imponers alter the 1st October, 1962, 

3. It has aiso been decided that with immediate effect no further licences will 
be granted for the import of Coal-tar dyes other than dyes'-intermedlates to 
Actual users.

2. On a review of the position it has been decided that clauses ( 9 ) and (b) of 
Note IV below para 1 of the said Public Notice No. SS-ITCCPN) /62 dated I7th 
May 1962 may be substituted by the following; — 

(a) Not less than 75% of the value of the imoort entitlement for import of 

dyes-lntermediates ss specifled in the Annexure to Appendix 40 of 
the Import Trade Control Policy for the year April 1902—March 
1963. 

(b) Not more than 25% of the value of the Import entitlement for import 

of coal tar dyes and/or textile chemicals as specifled In the Public 
Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/58 dated 31st October, 1958 and as modiflod 
from time to time. 
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3 . The above amendments will be applicable In respect of the Import entitle¬ 
ment on exports of cotton textile fabrics etc. made after 6th Septemoei 1962 under 
the Cotton Textiles Export Incentive Scheme.
